The Civil Eights Bill was taken up 


at 10.30. 
Uninteresting 10 minute 


speeches were made. 
Gon. Butler saye 


ho will call the previous question about 
noon, after which there will be one 
hour's debute bof'oro tho vote is taken. 


Several speeches were made. 
Tho 


most noticeable were those of 1'helps 
aud Shank". 
Butler called the previ- 


ous i|itCdtloii. Shanks caused the equal 
rights plank of the platform of 1S72 to 
be lead, which euubcd laughter. 
He 


announced he would offer it as a pre- 
amble to the bill. 
Butler accepted 


the hubntituto. The bill is now (12:15) 
bcfero the House. 
Gen. Garlicld made 


a lilteen miuutes speeches. 
At 1 20 


Butler 
arose 
to 
close 
the 
de- 


bute. 
The House and passages thereto 


were drowdcd. 
Butler's speech hither- 


to has been very moderate. 
He read 


several btatcmeiits ubout outrages in 
the Souih, one of which John Ambler 
Smitl', of llichmond, pronounced utter- 
ly false. 
Butler concluded his eulogy 


on Juliii Brown by saying it was John 
Urowu the older, not the younger, to 
whom lie alluded. 
Butler had read at 


the Clerk's desk, the Democratic mem- 
bers objecting, a treasonable letter oi 
Brown's, written ut the beginning ol 
the war. 


Mr Butler desired to read from the 


Louisville Cuttricr-Jounial 
to show 


what were Biowu's sentiments, in order 
to show that whatever he said had no 
wciiiht in th s matter. 
The negro un 


less protected by law, is at the mercy of 
men who would have shot down the 
gentleman himself (Brown) if he bad 
ever dared to fctep across the line of 
Union bayonets during tho war. (Loud 
applause, which caused the Speaker to 
give notice that tho galleries would bo 
cleared on its re occurrence.) 


He especially desired the bill to pass 


because his party were passing from 
power in the House, and still more that 
power was surrendered to men who had 
uttered such sentiments as had been 
read to-day in regard to Union soldiers, 
and this was his justification for saying 
there was a minority of murderers and 
assassins in the South. 
Mr. Butler 


continued at great length, urging the 
passage of tho bill. He concluded: 
" My successor is a very clever gentle- 
man and could no moro hare been 
elected than translated to Heaven like 
Elijah, if he had not agreed to stand 
on the doctrine of equal rights to all 
men before the law on every stump in 
my district. Why we were beaten was 
because tho Civil Rights Bill was not 
an accomplished fact. 
So now, if the 


Republican party will finish its great 
work, I will bring uiy bayonets—or- 
otherwise pcaoo, prosperity, quiet, or- 
der and law—into the South, and put 
down raiders there, us (he people of the 
South ought to do themselves. Then 
you will find we shall come buck here. 


After some discussion, Mr. 
Butler 


closed his speech at 2:45, without any 
sensation un the part of the audience. 


The school amendment was then car- 


ried—128 to 48. 


The next note was on the substitute 


of Mr. White. 
Rejected. 


Tho yeas and nays were called on Mr. 


Cessna's amendment.

HILL'S HOG RINGED FACTORY: 


How a Small Bnalnesa has Grown into 


Huge Proportions. 


We know of no instance that any bet- 


ter illustrates the potency of persistent, 
well-directed effort, than is afforded by 
the growth, from small beginnings, of 
some of OUT most successful manufac- 
turing enterprises. And among those 
with which we are most familiar, none 
furnishes a better illustration than that 
of H. W. Hill & Co., of this city.

system of manufacturing their goods 
must be devised, in order to supply the 
increasing demand. And so they called 
to their aid the assistance of the best 
machinists they could find, and as expe- 
rience showed wherein each new appli- 
ance was defective they kept on improv- 
ing their machinery until now it seems 
as near perfect as any mere human in- 
vention can be. 
; 


We took a look through their establish- 


ment yesterday, and were charmed with 
the precision and system which appeared 
to prevail in each department. Theofflce, 
in which the business of the firm is 
transacted, is a model of neatness, and 
in its arrangement every attention has 
been paid to the seeming of convenience 
in the dispatch of business. Here seve- 
ral clerks are kept constantly employed 
in putting up and mailing the various 
kinds ot advertising mutlci used by the 
firm. In this department tlio [same sys- 
tem and order prevail which are observ- 
able everywhere about tho establish- 
ment. About 1400 circulars are sent out 
every day. Back of the ofllcc is the 
packing room, where the "rings, ringers 
and tongs are put up in packages for 
shipment to all parts of tho United 
States. Still back of this is another de- 
partment, in which the'rings are made. 
Two ingeniously contrived machines 
here keep up a continuous clatter, eating 
up over four miles of wire per day, and 
turning out from 100,000 to 120,000 rings 
every ten hours. 
The wire is taken 


from the coil directly, shaping the 
rings, the machine cutting it into ex- 
act lengths, and counting them in_ 
parcels of 100 each, 
A boy attends 


each machine, his duty being to remove 
the package, as the slide cuts off the 
feed after each hundred has been count- 
ed. While the next paper box \& being 
filled the boy finishes the "doing up" of" 
the last package, and completes it ready 
for the packer by pasting a neat label 
upon it. In the room below this is a 
small caloric engine, which furnishes 
the power for running the machinery. *• 


Some idea of the demand for this sim- 


ple little contrivance, which prevents 
the hog from rooting, may be realized 
when we state that over sixteen million!
